5. EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR'S REPORT 

Executive Director's Report 


LAPP: Pacific Division implemented "Predictive Policing" in areas around 
the Century Corridor. The area was inundated with police officers including 
the area around Sepulveda Blvd and 98 th &96 streets. This type of patrolling 
in geared toward preventing crimes rather than making arrests. 

LAWA PD has step-up their efforts in regards to the taxi staging in the area 
around Vicksburg St between Century Blvd and 96 th and along 98 th St. LAWA 
PD plan is to move the taxi to a staging area with in the CTA. 

Ambassador Contacts: The ambassadors estimate on average there are 6- 
7 homeless persons sleeping in and around the PBID area. 

Ambassadors have reported that there are two fruit vendors that have set 
up the carts along Century Blvd, east of Aviation Blvd. SLO Richardson has 
been notified of the situation. Officer Richardson is checking to see if the 
vendors have the correct permits to operate their carts on public sidewalks. 
Ambassador Training: On April 17 th the ambassadors received training by 
UPS staff. The training covered Report Writing and Customer Service, 
including the four cornerstones of service. These cornerstones are

Tree Planting : Over the last couple months Gateway To LA has been 
monitoring the construction of the new ACE parking structure. As the 
construction progressed along the Vicksburg st parkway, it was determined 
that the existing trees needed to be replaced. Gateway To LA had seven old 
and decaying trees removed. On April 30 th thru May 1 st seven new trees 
were planted as directed by Urban Forestry.

2014 Projects

• Website is being updated and a new page designed to share 
information on the LAWA & Metro projects in addition to Economic 
Development opportunities in the BID. 

• Gateway to Lunch materials updated and new promotional materials 
are to be distributed in the next week. 

• Gateway to Go! Lunch trucks started on May 6 th . 

• Shredding events to be held on May 7, May 14, and May 21.
